sury to cut {imports . from 
America to the bone, all 
because the United States, 
on it hos been explained by 
Mr Thorneycroft, President 
of the Board uf Trade, is 
_ purchasiig. ever less of 
other people's goods, The 
slashing of ‘imports by 
Britain is but a partial 
solution to the country’s 
problem - of becoming 
solvent.

- Relaxed 


Washington, July 28. . 

Tho United States Government 
today partially relaxed its ban 
on the export of stecl, permit- 
ting certain types of stcel to be 
‘shipped to foreign, manufactur- 
ors.of consumer durable goods. 

The Department of Come 
merce, announced that exports 
would’ still: be prohibited on 
“eertain, shapes and forms ‘of 
stecl ‘controled = materials,” 
which are in heavy demand for 
military production,‘ 

The ban on export shipments 
of. stec] was imposed on June 10 
because of tho ateel strike.

London, July 20. 

‘Mr H. A, Mackeson, Secretory 
for Oversea ‘Trade, told the 
House of Commons today he 
knew Of no trade — contracts 
with Russia or the Communist 
countries of | Eastern Europa 
resulting from the recent Mos~ 
cow trade conference. 

British business men attended 
the conference in an unofficial: 
capacity. ° 

He sald he understood coh- 
tracts had been concluded with 
China for the sale of £500,000 
worth of wool tops and £270, 
000 worth of chemicals, but 
added thet China could have 
purchased the goods here with- 
out the beneflt of the Moscow 
conference. 

In reply: to questions, Mr Peter 
Thorneycroft, President, of the 
Board of Trade, said he had no, 
announcement to make ag yete 
on recent Anglo-Czechoslovak 
trade negotiations, - 

Mr Thorneycroft told the 
House that Pakistan bought. 12 
per cent more British goods in 
the year ended March 31, 1952, 
than she did the previous ycar. 
But he’ confirmed that British 
textile cxports to Pakistan de~- 
creased during the same period. 

REDUCED IMPORTS 


The. Conservative member, 
Mr R. R. Russell, had asked 
§f he was aware’ of the reduc~ 
‘lon of Pakistan's Imports from 
Britain, especially — in: textiles, 
and her greatly inereased m- 
ports {rem Japan.

Mr Thorncycroft replied he 
understood British textile ex- 
Ports to Pakistan had decreased 
and Japanese exports had in- 
creased compared with the 
previous year.

The FBI quoted Stalin as saying 
Karl Marx, one of the founders 
of. Communism, thought there 
was an oltside chance for a 
peaceful Communist. revolution 
in the United States and Great 
Britain. - 

Stalin's writings and speeches 
now insist that conditions have 
changed and. only force and 
violence can achieve the _Com- 
munist goal, the FBI said. 

The report quotes the Russian. 
Premier as writing in 1939: 

“The proletarian revolution {s 
impossible without the forcible 
destruction of the bourgeolse 
state machine and the substitu- 
tion for {t of a new one.” 

Again Stalin 
writing in another article: 
dictatorship of the © proletariat 
cannot arise as the result of 
peaceful development.” 

The report was published with 
permission ‘of J. Edgar Hoover, 
FBI Director Associated Press.
